Remembered in Newmarket as 
an active worker in church and 
public affairs. George Deavitt 
Wark died in the Toronto West : 
em hospital April 6 and was 
buried in Hillcrest cemetery, 
Tara.

Yet the average working man has seldom been 
overpaid. For the most part, his wage increases 
have been sought for a reason similar to the 
farmer's. He has demanded increases to enable 
him to meet increased costs of living. The wages 
paid in war plants did not represent a true pic- 
ture of labor salaries. With war plants closed, 
wartime wages no longer affect the issue. The 
farmer is asking increases in prices to absorb 
labor's gains, but the next time, it will be labor 
asking increases to meet the higher cost of Hv- 

Where is it going to end? Price increase being 
met by wage increase, and wage increase being 
met by price increase, until currency values of 
products and services lose all meaning? That is 
all we can see ahead. And while this is going on, 
what happens to the clerks, the office workers, 
those whose wages are fixed? 

Our economy must be out of joint somewhere 
if two groups must race each other in order to 
live while a third group, unable to live, faces a 
prospect of starvation. No one denies the need 
of the farmer for an increased income in order 
to hire help, nor the majority of wage increases 
out of line. Yet it is obvious that some control 
must be retained if the economy of this country 
is to remain on a sound basis.

' Since the end of the war, there has been 
increasing pressure against price levels until 
now, seemingly, price levels are ceasing to have 
any meaning. Wages have increased to such an 
extent that the farmer can no longer afford to 
hire labor. To enable the farmer to produce, he 
has been granted some increases in prices for his 
produce. Now wages will have to be increased 
to meet the extra cost of living. Once embarked 
on this scale of increase over increase, there is 
no slopping it. 
This week's issue of The Era and Express car- 

. ries a report of the meeting of the York county 
Federation of Agriculture when a resolution was 
passed asking an increase of one-third in farm 
prices. The farmer is objecting, and rightly so, 
to absorbing increased labor costs without in- 
creased return for his products. The farmer 



crowded and many of the passengers were stand- 
ing. A Scotswoman whose accent and dress re*

And in York county, like most of 
Canada, we hear of distinctions being made be- 
tween a boy with a European name who served 
with the army overseas, and his fellow veterans. 
There is no room for that in York county nor in 
Canada.

It has always seemed to me 
that the words of this song thrill 
with something that must have 
been in the hearts of Christ's 
followers when they knew He 
had risen. 

One can sense their terrible 
depression i following the cruci- 
fixion and; on the day following 
when Jerusalem was filled with 
those who had come for the 
Passover. Every house was 
crowded to capacity, friend re- 
joicing to meet friend; the 
priests glad that the brave young 
Teacher, who threatened their 
costly privileges, was in a tomb 
sealed by their own high priest, 
and even those who had spread 
palm branches before Him a 
week before, now were trying to 
conceal their having ever been 
of his following. Judas, in his 
remorse, had taken his own life; J 
and the Mother of Jesus and His 
i disciples had hidden themselves 
to grieve in secret. The bril- 
liant moon of that Saturday 
night mocked their sorrow and 
when the sun rose on that first 
Easter mom, one can imagine 
them wishing that the earth- 
quake on the day of the tragedy 
had swallowed them. 

But what a morning! The sun 
rose gloriously, lighting up even 
the grim tower where the Roman 

guard kept watch and ward. 
One wonders what Pilate's 
thoughts [were. I have never 



understood why more blame has 
not gone to Caiaphas arid less to 
Pilate: Christ said that Caiaphas' 
was the greater sin, and Caia- 
phas was a Jew and knew the 
prophecies concerning the Mes- 
siah, while Pilate, a Roman of 
the Romans, knew little and 
cared less for a religion, which 
indeed had lost its soul in mere 
ritual and the greed of its hier- 
archy. But Pilate was guilty of 
terrible injustice and his wife's 
fears would not help quiet his 
conscience. 

But on all these — the fearful, 
the heartbroken, the indifferent, 
the proud and the gay— the sun 
of Easter rose. It glowed and 
shone on the* rare wildflowers 
that formed a carpet for the 
risen Christ; it touched the 
marble and gilded temple, trans- 
forming it into a thing of ether- 
eal beauty; the birds sang and 
the whole landscape seemed to 
wait the coming of its Maker 
and Redeemer. What a vision 
came forth from that tomb — as 
if all the brightness and glory 
of the day were gathered into a 
Being so transcendent that He 
could burst the gates of death 
and the tomb. 

One does not dare to think of 
what the world would be with- 
out Easter — who would dare to 
face death for himself or his 
loved ones; who would dare to 
face the world of today if the 
Lord had not said. "Lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world." And who 
could face "the daily round, the 
common task," without that as- 
surance. No life is so lowly, or 
has fallen so low, but the mes- 
sage of Easter can make it live 
I again— it is life everlasting!

Annan had often received a 
shock oft i 10 volts in the course 
of their work without any effect. 
On Monday Mr. ' Copland was 
able to sjitc that Mr. Annan had 
received In charge of 550 volts. 
In descending the pole, it is be- 
lieved, Mr. Annan's shoulders 
must havfe grazed two insulators 
on the gwcle wire, loosening the 
proper contact, and when they 
came together later they com- 
pleted a circuit, which gave him 
the shock' of the full charge.

"Our society of today is on 
trial in a very definite way," 
Judge Hawley Mott of Toronto 
told the annual ladies' night 
meeting of Aurora Board of 
Trade on Friday evening. 
"Science came along in the 19th 
century, and has been continu- 
ing since then to provide us 
with new ways of making a liv- 
ing, and to live. In 30 years it 
placed more tools in man's hands 
than he has ever had before, and 
enlarged our^ possibilities and 
widened our horizons. Inven- 
tions have made man an enor- 
mous being, but we have not 
kept pace by way of the -pirit or 
soul. We have a huge physical 
body without the corresponding 
ethical growth.*' 

The solution to present day 
problems starts in the average 
citizen and in his home. Judge 
Mott said. "We must develop, in- 
creased fraternity, improving our 
relations with our neighbors. 
We must try to have a greater 
development of understanding 
and good will, A deeper sense 
of justice, and a deeper sense of 

liberty than we have ever had 
before are needed to fill this 
huge body with the true ethical 
values. Lift up the quality of 
the. individual and you'll make 
the state safe," he declared. 

Since 1919, Judge Mott, a for- 
mer school teacher, has guided; 
the destinies of Toronto's ju-- 
venile court, and from his wide 
experiences he recalled many : 
humorous and timely incidents. 
Aside from the ordinary trial of 
juveniles, and family court prob- ( 
lems, there were thousands of 
people who came for advice each 
year, and whose troubles never 
reached the court stage. At 
psychological approach was made 
in the case of juveniles, and a 
thorough probing ' made into; 
family background and neighbor-j 
hood associations. "Society is 
over-stimulated today," he said.; 
"We are disjointed in our think- 
ing as a people, and children are' 
growing up under abnormal con-l 
ditions in many cases. We can; 
expect to have greater juvenile) 
trouble where there is not har-i 
mony in the home and where 
the parents have not adjusted! 
themselves properly to married! 
life and its obligations." 

Juvenile problems did not| 
necessarily arise only in the 
homes of the poor but came from, 
the homes of the wealthy as 
well and where there was every 



cultural advantage, the speaker 
declared. "Delinquency is only 
another name for the mistakes 
made by humanity, . especially 
applied to children. If they were 
adults we would call it a crime." 
No one knew what caused wrong 
or sin, and delinquency was an- 
other of the mysteries of life, 
although some of its immediate 
causes could be traced. "Delin- 
quency always drops when 
times are hard, and rises when 
times are good," he said. This

you have a well adjusted home 
you have a pretty safe probabil- 
ity of having a good child." 

He approved recreation centres, 
teen-age and church groups, and 
sports as a means of lowering, 
delinquency, but the home came 
first and the others should not 
be looked upon as the only 
answer to the problem. "Any- 
thing that gives a child a chance 
for the healthy occupation of his 
spare hours is definitely of plus- 
value, but it is valuable only as 
it supplements the home, school,, 
and church training," Judge Mott 
continued. 

Lack of proper understanding 
of the marriage vows was the 
main reason for incompalability 
and misunderstanding, he said. 
It was easy to marry, and hard to 
get out of its responsibilities. 
"Something should be done to 
have people sense the gravity 
and seriousness of the marriage 
contract, and prevent these 
bottlenecks in our social life," 
he said.

over 
the heads of thoughtless people; 
to them it is just another holiday! 
It should not be so for of all the 
days in the year Good Friday 
should be kept sacred. In our 
young days it certainly was and 
we never went away from our 
homes all day except to a solemn 
service in the church — a church 
draped in sombre colors. In this 
day and generation nothing is 
sacred to a great many and I 
doubt if they even read the 
account of the crucifixion in the 
New Testament, let alone attend 
a Good Friday service to com- 
memorate Christ's sacrifice on 
that day. 

And yet there is scarcely a 
person who does not believe Fri- 
day is an unlucky day! Ask 
them why Friday is an unlucky 
day and they give you a blank 
stare and admit they haven't the 
remotest idea— it just is unlucky 
of course, that's all! 

They say it is unlucky to start 
any undertaking on a Friday! 
It is unlucky to start a journey 
on a Friday! It is unlucky to 
have a hair-cut on a Friday or 
to cut your fingernails. They 
will tell you if it rains on a Fri- 
day it will be a wet Sunday and 
if a Friday falls on the 13th, oh! 
oh! a calamity of the first mag- 
nitude! 

Poor Friday! > It certainly has 
acquired a doubtful reputation, 
but very few ever take time or 
thought to inquire why, to trace 
back the origin of why Friday 
should be a tragic day. It. is 
because of Christ's crucifixion on 
a Friday. 

Medieval Christians wore 
wooden crosses and when they 
caught themselves boasting, they 
touched the cross in reverent 
apology and from that custom 
came. the expression "touch 
wood" when we boast. I expect 
we have all used the saying many 
times thoughtlessly but why not 
use it and think of the origin and 
derive virtue even in so small a 
way. 

I was reading not long ago why 
going under a ladder was regard- 
ed as most unlucky — in fact as 
disastrous! I wonder if any of 
my readers saw it too. I don't 
recall where I read it but it was 
so peculiar that I have not for- 
gotten. 

If we ever gave it a thought 
no doubt we just took into con- 
sideration the fact that the lad- 
der or perhaps someone on it 
might fall on us if we passed 
underneath. If seems that 
ancient pictures of the removal 
of Christ's body from the cross, 
after the crucifixion, showed a 
ladder set up against the cross 
and beneath it the distorted face 
of a frustrated demon. Conse- 
quently, the space underneath a 
ladder came to be regarded as in- 
habited by demons — in fact it 
was the devil's territory and so 
was shunned by all good Christ- 
ians and church-goers. I think 
I shall never want to pass under 
a ladder now— and I never 
thought of myself as supersti- 
tious! 

As we sat down to a social cup 
of tea, a group of us, the other 
day someone counted then sat 
down looking much relieved say- 
ing, "Twelve. I was afraid it was 
13." but she had no idea how the Vmm 4*3 
superstition had started that if 
13 sat down to have a meal one 
would die before the year was 
out. 

No doubt you have heard and 
know of the ancient tradition 
that tells us why. If not look 
at the picture of the Last Supper 
by Leonardo da Vinci— there arc 
13 seated at supper. Judas was 
the first to leave. Later that 
same night, after his betrayal of 
Christ, he hanged himself. 

Speaking also of the same pic- 
ture the artist has depicted Jud- 
as as upsetting the salt cellar. 
Well, from that again comes the 
old saying it is unlucky to spill 
salt. We .always say, "Throw 
some over your left shoulder 
quickly" when anyone upsets the 
salt. Po you know why the left 
shoulder? Satan is rupposed to 
hate salt and was at Judas' left 
side urging him on— and Judas* 
elbow upset the salt. So we 
throw spilled salt over our left 
shoulder to avert the evil which, 
you see, is supposed to come from 
the left side. In spite of our- 
selves these old superstitions 
influence us in our everyday life.
